DALLES POISONING MUST BE 


| WATCHED IN CATTLE 


Dallis grass is one of the best 
pasture grasses in Alabama yet 
it often poisons cattle in the late 
summer and early fall, 

W. H. Gregory, API extension 
livestock specialist, explains that 
the seed heads are poisonous if 
they are infected with a disease 
salled ergot. The disease is very | 
common and’ causes the seed) 
heads to turn black. 

Since the poison is located in 


Gregory says the first evidence 
of ergot is a sticky substance on 
the seed-heads, Later a_ black 
growth replaces most of the seed 
Sutty stains will be found on 


cattle grazing ergot infected 
Dallis grass. 

Poisoning by diseased Dallis 
grass can be prevented if the 


cattle are removed from infected 
pastures. Cattle poisoned by 
Dallis grass will usually recover 
if given good care, adds Gregory.

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MORE DOLLARS FOR 
ALA. PEANUT PRODUCERS 


A program to supply Alabama 
peanut growers with seed from 
the new variety, Dixie Runner, 
is underway. 

Working jointly on this pro- 
ject are the Alabama Crop Im- 
provement Service and the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station 
and the Extension Service of API 

To date, experiments con- 
ducted at the Wiregrass substa- 
tion at Headland shows that the 
new variety gives a much higher 
yield than Alabama runners. 

Last year, Headland stetion 
records show that pure Dixie 
Runners produced 720 pounds of 
peanuts per acre more than the 
Alabama Runners. 

‘In addition to this,” says Ral- 
ph Jones, API extension market- 
in specialist, “the pure Dixie 
Runner seed produced 239 Ibs. 
more peanuts than the available 
farmer stock Dixie Runner seed. 

Analyzing these figures, he 
points out that if the lower in- 
crease of 239 pounds were appli- 
ed to Alabama’s 472,000 acre 
crop, farmers would have an ad- 
ditional 55,904 tons. On today’s 
market, the extra yield would
